A special 200th-anniversary celebration has 
been planned for June 1995 at the Jumbo Creek 
area near Mishicot. 

In 1795, an agent of the Northwest Fur Com- 
pany of Canada named Jacques Vieau came to 
the creek area two miles west of present-day 
Mishicot. Landing at Two Creeks, he back- 
packed overland to this location, where he erected 
a fur trading post. 

This trading post was the first white settle- 
ment of any kind in what is now Manitowoc 
County, Wisconsin. It operated for about two 
decades. 

Jacques Vieau traded his goods for furs with 
the Ottawa and Potawatomi Indians in the area. 
But they found his name very hard to pronounce, 
usually making it sound more like “Jambo.” This 
was the origin of the name for the trading post 
and the creek. 

A one-room frame schoolhouse was built in 
1873 near the trading post site, replacing an older 
log building. In later years, a Jambo Creek Com- 
munity Club was organized, and met at the 
school. 

In 1922 this club determined to mark the 
location of the home of the first white inhabitant 
of Manitowoc County, by setting up a six-foot- 
high memorial boulder. This rock, of native 
granite, was hauled one mile to its present site 
using a stoneboat and a team of four horses. It 
stands 60 rods (996 feet) north of the location of

the original fur trading post, and has a bronze 
plaque placed on it in memory of Jacques Vieau. 
The cast plaque was donated by the Nic 
Kettenhofen shop, Manitowoc. 

The stone and plaque were set in the front 
yard of the Jambo Creek School. Though the 
school now is gone, the stone remains in place, 
across the road from the Mishicot Sportsmen’s 
Club building. It is two miles west of Mishicot — 
Highway 147 to Jambo Creek Road and then one 
mile north. The Wisconsin Ice Age Trail also 
runs near the club grounds. 

To mark the 200th anniversary of Jacques 
Vieau’s founding of the fur trading post, a spe- 
cial Jambo Creek Bicentennial Days celebration 
has been scheduled for the June 9-10-11, 1995, 
weekend at this site, to be sponsored by the 
Mishicot Sportsmen’s Club and by M.A.G.LC. 
and the Fox Hills Resort, with the help and 
cooperation of landowners in the Gibson area. 

Plans include an encampment and are-enact- 
ment of the French fur trade era, and may feature 
several professional groups, with teepees and 
lodges, a big canoe, a small cannon, historic 
church services, mock battles, and much more. 
The public is welcomed. For detailed informa- 
tion, phone (414) 755-2525, or write to Bicen- 
tennial, Village Hall, E. Main Street, Mishicot, 
Wisconsin 54228.

Environmental Education Trail 


Noted area naturalist and former 
Mishicot teacher, Winnifred 
Smith, has created a project called 
MECCA, more fully known as 
Mishicot’s Environmental Change 
Curriculum Area. 

The trail is also called MECCA 
because the word “mecca” is de- 
fined as “any place sought by num- 
bers of people for a goal.” 

The goal of the trail is to encour- 
age those who travel it to use all 
five senses in order to experience 
the wonders of the natural world. 
The trail has been designed to point 
out specific items representing the 
changes thathave occurred through 
the years and those that will be 
evident during the different sea- 
sons. 


The trail is located in the 30- 
acre Nature Center, adjacent to the 
O.H. Schultz Elementary School 
in Mishicot. The Wisconsin Envi- 
ronmental Education Board 
awarded 75 percent of funds re- 
quired, with the Mishicot School 
District providing the rest. 

Learning stations are established 
along the trail, and these provide 
areas for studying the newly writ- 
ten curriculum topics. The con- 
cept of “environmental change” is 
noted and explored throughout the 
trail. The project is providing a 
means toexpand Mishicot’s strong 
environmental education offering, 
as well as provide opportunities to 
maintain and improve the quality 
of the environment.

Historical 


Mishicot’s Historical Museum is located in an 
1874 white frame building which was a two-room 
school until 1905, when it was moved to its present 
site on the hill, and became the town hall, and then the 
village hall and storage building. 

It was restored and “un-remodeled” during 1988- 
90 by a M.A.G.I.C. volunteer committee interested 
in preserving artifacts of Mishicot area history, from 
pioneer times to the present, for visitors and for 
future generations. A missing bell tower and bell 
were replaced on the old building, a doorway was 
rebuilt, and woodwork, windows, floors, walls, etc. 
have been restored as closely as possible to their 
original appearance. A final step is exterior repaint- 
ing. 

Museum exhibits include early-day farm, home, 
school, and other items, many of them from the 
collection of Roy Schmidt of rural Two Rivers. The 
museum also has a sizable collection of carefully 
enlarged historic photographs. 

Each year, along with its permanent displays, the 
museum presents special exhibits on one or two 
selected themes. In past seasons these have included 
music (old instruments and records), antique toys, 
dairy equipment, wedding dresses and memorabilia, 
rural one-room schools, food preservation, a live 
Nativity scene or giant historically decorated tree for 
Christmas, military uniforms and mementos for 
Memorial Day, “Mishicott” Brewery souvenirs; and 
for 1994-95, an exhibit recalling the early Indian and 
French fur trade in this area. 

We hope you will enjoy your visit to our Mishicot 
Museum, located at the corner of Randolph and 
North Rockway Streets (just up the hill from the Old 
School). It is open on Saturday, Sunday, and holiday 
afternoons, | to 4 p.m., from Memorial Day through 
Labor Day. Special openings are available by ap- 
pointment.
